We were 
told that Captain Young gave the men 
their choice of taking to the boats or stay- 
ing by the steamer, but that they all voted 
to stand by the steamer with the Captain.

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OTHER HALF IS FOUND. 


LOWER PORTION OF BODY TAKEN 
FROM BAST RIVER RECOVERED. 


New York Murder Mystery Deepens— 
It le Now Deemed Certain That the 
Man Was Killed—No Indications of 
the Dissecting Knifte—Part of the 
Body Found on Land Eight Miles 
from Where the First Find Was 
Made. 


New York, June 27.—The lower part of 


the trunk of a man was found by two boys 


in the woods at One Nundred and BSeventy- 
sixth street and Undercliffe avenue, this city, 
today. It was terribly mutilated, and shows 
plainly that a murder has been committed. 


‘It was wrapped in oijlcloth and manila paper, 


exactly as was the upper part of a trunk 
found fn the East River off Eleventh street 
on Saturday. The two are parts of the same 
body. 

The two pieces were found more than eight 
miles apart, one in the water and the other 
on land. The part found today comprised 
the lower part of thé trunk from the fifth 
rib to the hips, the legs having been 
severed from the body at the hip 
joints. It was wrapped in three folds 
of oiléloth. The ollcloth was evident- 
ly cut from the same piece as that which 
fuclosed the upper part ofthetrunk. It was 
new and of a cheap pattern—brilliant red 
with gilt figures on it. It is like that com- 
monly used for tablecloths in tenement 
houses. 

The find of today was ina bulky bundle ly- 
ing against a wall next to Undercliffe ave- 
nue, where the shrubbery is very thick. It 
had not been dissected, which does away 
with the belief that the body had been han- 
dled by medical students. Besides, it had 
been terribly hacked where separated from 
the upper portion. It was sent to the 
morgue, where it exactly fitted the part 
found on Saturday. 

Deputy Coroner O’Hanlon performed an 

autopsy on the upper part of the trunk to- 
day before the other had been found. He 
discovered two stab wounds, one between 
the fifth and sixth ribs and one between the 
sixth and seventh In the region of the heart. 
Theré was also a stab wound back of the left 
collar bone that extended down to the 
apex of the left lung. Dr..O’Hanion found, 
too, a bruise on the left forearm, and under 
the right forearm was a contusion showing 
the imprint of a heel with hobnails like 
those in heavy boots. He found an incised 
wound in the palm of the right hand, which 
he said,/was probably caused by the victim 
seizing the weapon with which he was at- 
tacked. There was no water or serum in 
the lungs, which were well filled with air. 
There was a knife wound two inches long 
in the apex of the heart, corresponding to 
the wound bétween the ribs. Numerous.con- 
tusions weré also found on the body, which 
wounds, Dr. O’ Hanlon thinks, could not have 
been inflicted after death. 
The doctor calculates the man’s age at 
about 35 years, and his height at 5 feet 10 
inches. The nails were down to the quick, 
as if.from a habit of biting them. The con- 
dition of the body indicated a well nourished, 
healthy man. 

The detectives of two precincts and the 
best central office men are working on the 


case. 

It is believed that the murderer purchased 
the ollcloth especially to wrap the pieces 
of the body. The détectives have already 


set to work to find out where the oilcloth 
Was pufchased and who bought tt. The 
person who of the part of the 
trunk in the shrubbery did not take any 
pains to cofiéeal it, and it was in plain view 
of those who d near it. The police

REMAINS OF LRONIDAS’ SPARTANS. 


Important Archeological Discovery 
Is Made Near Thermopylae— 
Ancient Sarcophagi. 


[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Athens, June 27.—An important archeologi- 
eal discovery has been made near Ther- 
mopyle between the old barracks and the 
water mills. While making excavations 
there were laid bare a number of sarcophagi 
containing bones, vases, coins, and medals. 
It is believed that the skeletons are the re- 
mains of some of Leonidas’ Spartans. 


FATAL FLOODS ALONG RIVER PROTH. 


Town of Kolomea, in Galicia, Is Par- 
tially Destroyed and Many Are 
Thought to Be Drowned. 


Vienna, June 27.—The Town of Kolomea, in 
Galicia, has been flooded by the rising of 
the River Pruth. Many houses have been 
destroyed and the bridge between Kolomea 
and Turka has been swept away. The 
collapse took place while a train was cross- 
ing and it is believed that many persons 
have been drowned. . 

There were five railway carriages and 
they fell in a great heap together. As yet 
there is no definite report as to the number. 
of passengers. A terrible storm of hail, 
thunder, and lightning was raging at the 
time and added to the horror of the scene. 
The river had risen twenty-one feet above 
its normal level. 

Seven officials, including the postal staff 
at Mailvan, have been drowned. 

The distress at Kolomea is terrible. Hun- 
dreds are homeless, their houses having 
been carried Away with the rush of the 
waters. 


SHARP FIGHT OCCURS IN CRETE. 


Mussulmans Make a Sortie from Canea 
and Surprise Insurgents—Latter 
Prepare for Reprisals. 


Canea, Crete, June 27.—An armed force 
of 1,200 Mussulmans made a sortie from 
Canea last night, crossed the military cor- 
don, and surprised the insurgents at Kan- 
likastelli, three hours distant. A desperate 
combat ensued in which thirteen Mussul- 
mans were killed and twelve wounded. The 
Christian inhabitants of the district are 
préparing to make reprisals by land and sea. 

Later advices show that many Christians 
were killed, as well as many Turks, in en- 
gagements that preceded the principal fight- 
ing at Kanlikastelli. The whole district is 
greatly excited. 

The trouble arose from the encroach- 
ments of Mussulman refugees, who at- 
tempted to pasture their cattle within the 
limits of the neutral line. 


HOW THE TARIFF AFFECTS JAPAN. 


English Correspondent Says the New 
Schedule Will Do Enormous Dam- 
age to the Trade. 


London, June 28.—A correspondent of the 
Times at Tokio, in a letter published this 
morning, dwells upon the enormous damage 
which the new American tariff will work to 
Japanese trade. He gives figures showing 
that the new duty on Japanese tea amounts 
to more than the whole value of the ex- 
ports of that commodity, and says that there 
is a great rush of exporters to forestall the 
imposition of the duty. 

The correspondent adds: 

“A deputation of tea growers has waited 
upon the Minister of Agriculture to urge the 
government to make official protest, but 
Japan seems fated to a rude awakening from 
her dream of American sympathy and good 
will.’’ 


NEW CHILEAN CABINET ACCEPTED. 


President Errazuriz Approves of a 
Ministry to Succeed That of Senor 
Carlos Antunes. 


London, June 27.—A dispatch from Santi-

Visits Several Boats Crowded with 
Sightseers ‘During the Naval Re- 
view and Listens to the Comments 
ef the People—Shout Themselves 
Hearse Over the British Vessels, 
but Regard Those of Other Nations 
with Contempt or Indifference.

Paris, June 27.—The correspondent of the 
Matin, who attended the jubilee naval re- 
view and who made several trips on different 
steamers for the purpose of learning British 
opinion of the visitors and the warships, 


sends to his paper a vivacious summing up 


of his experience. He says: 

“How they detest the Germans. They 
abstained from a single cheer before tlie 
Kaiser’s cruiser and remarked with disdain 
her ancient construction. Coming to the 
superb Japanese cruiser the crowd waxed 


| sarcastic, crying, ‘ Tchinn, Tchinn, you you,’ 


which the Mikado subjects took for marks of 
sympathy. The Englishmen were indifferent 
in the presence of the Swedish, Austrian, and 
Spanish warships, but they saluted with 
pleasure the Italian warship Lepanto. Final- 
ly reaching the French and Russian cruisers 
they scanned them curiously, seeking ‘to 
estimate their strength, and were visibly 
preoccupied and impressed.”’ 

The correspondent was struck by the undis- 
guised feelings shown by the occupants of 
the legions of craft of all shapes and sizes 
threading the lines of the floating citadels. 
He returned to Portsmouth and started on 
another vessel. He found the crowds always 
the same. They frantically cheered their 
own ironclads and cruisers. The women 
cried and waved their handkerchiefs and the 
children squalled, but the enthusiasm dimin- 
4shed when the foreign warships were passed. 
Then they cheered politely, but without con- 
viction.

CASH THAT DOESN'T COME WORRIES SOL 


State Street Statesman Indiguant at 
Not Getting Fee for Being an 
Unwilling Witness. 


Statesman Soloman Van Praag of the 
First Ward throbbed with indignation yes- 
terday as he told the history of a grievance 
that has weighed heavily upon him for 
sometime. The State owes him $10.80 and 
it is the memory of how he unwillingly 
earned the money which has failed to come 
to him that makes Solonfan’'s grief more 
bitter. , 

When he refused to obey a telegraphic 
summons from the legislative committee 
investigating the charges of malfeasance 
against ex-State Grain Commissioner An- 
drews he was arrested and taken to Spring- 
field by Edward Harlan, doorkeeper of the 
Lower House. That made the State street 
statesman indignant, but his feelings were 
outraged when he didn’t get the $10.80 legal- 
ly due for his expenses on his enforced trip 
to the capital, after he had paid his own 
way there and back. 

**T demanded the money from Harlan,”’ 
said the statesman, “* but never got any sat- 
isfaction. Then I wrote to the Secretary of 
State and he turned me over to the Auditor a 
office. I appealed to my friend Louis 
Marks of Springfield. Yesterday the 
answer came from Springfield. It said: 
‘J saw McCullough, the Auditor, and I 
found where Ed Harlan had got $10.80 for 
ycur expenses to Springfield. He also got 
$10.80 for bringing you here.’ Now I'm going 
to get that money or there will be trouble 
in Sangamon County.” 

Van Praag had not yet cooled down when 
a dispatch from Marshall, Ill., came say- 
Ing that Harlan’s accounts had only been 
audited a few days ago and that the money 
due to witnesses would be sent to them 
within a few days. 


J. J. WHALEN DIES FROM LOCKJAW. 


Man Knocked from a Train During an 
Altercation Expires in the Hos- 
pital. 


J. J. Whalen, who was pushed from the 
top of a freight train on Friday during an 
altercation with M. C. O'Connor, died at St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital at 7 o'clock last night.

REPORT THAT CASTELAR I8 TO GO 
TO WASHINGTON. 


Senor Santos Guzman, Leader of the 
Uncompromising Spanish Party in 
Havana, Informs His Adherents 
That Change Is to Be Made in Am- 
bassadors—Says Spain Believes Cas- 
telar’s Popularity in United States 
Will Produce Favorable Results.

Havana, via Key West, June 27.—Sefior 


Santos Guzman, the well-known leader 
of the uncompromising Spanish party in 
Havana, is reported to have informed his 
adherents that Sefior Castelar is about to 
be appointed by the Spanish government 
to the position of Spanish Ambassador in 
Washington, now held by Sefior Dupuy de 
Lome. He added that Spain has good rea- 
son to expect favorable results from Cas- 
telar’s popularity in the United States. 
Sefior Guzman also warned his follow- 
ers here against many prominent Spanish 
residents, who, according to him, favor 
the plan of selling Cuba. He declared that 
Premier Canovas, Sefior Romero Robledo, 
and Sefior Castelar are opposed to the sale 
of Cuba, as such a transaction could not be 
carried out without dishonor to the nation. 
The loyal Spaniards, says Sefior Guzman, 
ought to follow the policy of Canovas. 
From Madrid comes a dispatch that Sefior 
Moret said at a meeting at the Circulo Lib- 
eral that Canovas and the Queen are re- 
sponsible before the nation for the ruin of 
Spain. He added that Premier Canovas de- 
Sires that the Liberals should keep silent 
with regard to the Cuban situation. 
“.Everybody knows,"* Sefior Moret added, 
“that Weyler is most inefficient. Every- 
body knows that Cenovas is well aware of 
the fact, and that Weyler's recall has been 
decided upon, and yet Weyler is still in 
Cuba, merely that Canovas’ pride may not 
be humbled now thatihis opponents are 
clamoring for Weyler’s speedy recall.”’ 
The report that General Gomez has been 
wounded near Placetas is considered by the 
Cuban agents here as a lie concocted for the 
sole purpose of furthering Weyler’s inter- 
ests at Madrid. 


AMERICANS TO BE TRIED ON JULY 2. 


Cases of the Competitor Prisoners, Ona 

Melton, and Others to Be , 

Called.

Havana, June 26, via Tampa, June 27.— 
[Copyright,. 1897, by W. R. Hearst.]—Con- 
sul General Lee has finally been officially 
notified that Ona Melton, the American news- 
paper correspondent; Captain Laborde, and 
others belonging to the captured American 
schooner Competitor, and one or two Ameri- 
cans incarcerated with them in the fortress 
at La Cabana, will be called for public trial 
July 1. 

The hearing will go before civil Judges, 
but judgment will be entirely based on the 
declarations previously made within the 
walls of the military prison, and on evidence 
taken by a government official or crown pros- 
ecutor, acting on behalf of the Spanish Ad- 
miralty, and the War department. The 
court will listen to no testimony, save in sup- 
port of the written declarations already 
filed. 

George Ferran, the only witness the Com- 
petitor men were permitted to call in their 
behalf, was arrested immediately after his 
examination, and is still a prisoner. His 
sworn statement was that the vessel was be- 
yond the three mile limit, and had the Ameri- 
can flag at her masthead when fired upon 
and seized. This statement displeased the 
Spaniards, and Ferran was therefore de- 
tained, and stands charged with perjury.

Weyler 
has received cable from the Minister of 
War, Azacarraga, to indefinitely suspend 
the court-martial sentences of death 
‘‘pending ‘the close of hostilities,” when 
their pardon may be expected. 

Weyler himself has taken no steps to stop 
the court-martial and- shooting of other 
and less important prisoners of the war 
during the last three days. At Matanzas, 
Gagua, Santa Clara, Sancti Spiritus, Cien- 
fuegos, and Pinar del Rio dozens of exe- 
cutions occurred. 

At Sagua two Cuban girls, Rosa Prieto 
and Josepha Borges, accused of sending’ 
out clothes to their brothers, fighting under 
Insurgent Chief Roban, were convicted of 
aiding the rebellion, and sentenced by a 
military court respectively to twelve years’ 
and six months’ imprisonment in the Afri- 
can penal colonies. 

Leading Havana newspapers, comment- 
ing on Cangvas’ Cuban reform bill, insist 
that, according to its provisions, the fran- 
chise will be extended to loyal Spaniards 
only, and will exclude Cubans who bore 
arms against Spain, and those suspected 
of having aided or abetted the present re- 
volt, or who were ever known to have ex- 
pressed sympathy with it. 


SICKNESS ON THE INCREASE IN CUBA. 


Twenty Thousand Spanish Soldiers 
Taken to the Hospitals—Worse 
than Last Year. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Madrid, June 27.—A dispatch to the Im- 
parcial from Havana states that much 
alarm has been occasioned by the great in- 
crease of sickness. The heat, which is ter- 
rible, renders the soldiers more susceptible 
to attack and militates against the recoyv- 
ery of those already stricken. 

Twenty thousand men have been taken to 
the hospital suffering from yellow fever or 
dysentery. The medical staff, on which 
there are fifty vacancies, is almost hors de 
combat. Beds and medicine are urgently 
needed. It is likely that the number of sick 
this summer will be double that of last sum- 
mer, 

The dispatch confirms the report of the 
attack by insurgents upon a mail coach 
proceeding from Havana to San Jose de 
Las Lajas. The attack took place Friday 
near the village of Jamaica. All the occu- 
pants of the coach were killed except three 
women and a child. The Province of Ha- 
vana is elsewhere lawless, despite General 
Weyler’s reports that it has been pacified. 


SPAIN IS PLAYING HER LAST CARD. 


| Weyler Ordered to Crush the Revolu- 
tion at Once Regardless of Sac- 
rifice of Life. 


Havana, Cuba, June 23.—[{Special Cor- 
respondence.|—The campaign which Gen- 
eral Weyler is now beginning ini East Cuba 
will be the greatest military @ffort made 
by the Spanish army in the island since 
the war begun in 1895. The rainy season, 
the intense heat now prevailing all over the 
island, and the dire increase by yellow 


among the Spanish soldiers, have not pre- 
vented the advance of Weyler against Gen- 
eral Calixto Garcia. 

It is known here that a few days ago 
the Prime Minister cabled to Weyler that 
it was necessary “to crush the revolution 
in a short time, at no matter what sacrifice 
of life.’’ 

Spain knows that time is the greatest 
ally of the patriots, as each day of the 
war means $250,000 more of expense for the 
Spanish treasury. If Weyler should re- 
main inactive during the summer the pro- 
longation .of the struggle one year more 
would be certain. In the face of this dark 
prospect for Spain, Canovas has decided 
to throw the last card. 

A correspondent at Puerto Principe writes 
that General Garcia is entirely prepared to 
meet the Spanish, and that he has declared 
that every crime of the enemy, either against 
the Cubans in arms or against the pacificos, 
will be followed by terrible retaliation. 

The orders sent by Weyler to the Spanish 
columns in Camaguey and Santiago de 
Cuba are to concentrate the country people 
in the towns and refuse them permission to 
go beyond the reach of the forts. At the 
same time there will be no prisoners. Every 
man who falls into the hands of the Spanish 
will be immediately shot. A short time will 
be given to women and children to leave the 
country, and the day after the expiration 
of the term they will be considered as

enemies. ig 


Colonel Escribano, chief of his staff, has 
explained that in spite of the season, which 
is more detrimental to the Spaniards than to 
the Cubans, General Garcia will probably 
engage in open battles more frequently than 
Gen. Gomez, because he feels stronger and 
has a more reckless disposition. If such is 
the case, and the Cubans abandon their 
guerrilla tactics, Spain can afford to lose 
80,000 men in the campaign, having still a 
great advantage over the insurgents in num- 
bers and resources. 

More impartial observers consider Wey- 
ler’s whole plan to be folly, because the 
mountainous topography of the Province of 
Santiago de Cuba and the lack of railway 
communications and good roads in both 
provinces will make the movements of a 
large army of 80,000 men very difficult. 
However this may be, the failure of Weyler 
will blight Spain’s last hopes.

AMERICAN WHEELS ARE IN THE LEAD 


German Manufacturers Are Deeply 
Concerned at Their Inability to | 
Offer Competition. 


Washington, D. C., June 27.—Charies DeKay, 
United States Consul General at Berlin, in a re- 
port to the State department calls attention to 
the fact that German bicycle makers are deeply 
concerned at the now very large and growing 
competition of American machines. The League 
of Industrials at Bochum, an important 4manu- 
facturing center, has taken up the matter, and in 
a memorial to the German government calis at- 
tention to the fact that this great industry is in 
imminent peril owing to the rivalry of American 
bicycle makers, They complain that the United 
States levies a duty. on foreign-made.:wheels of 
about $14.25, while the German duty being only 
$5.71 on 100 kilograms only cron Ti to ™ cents 
auty falls on American wheel’. On these and 
other grounds the aid of the German government 
is asked in hehalf of the home industry. 

The Consul General In report says it is not 
because the American wheels are of foreign make 
that they se]l so rapidly in Germany, but because 
they are the strongest, lightest, soundest, and 
most elegant in shape. ey have quite taken 
the field, he says, from Belgian, Austrian, and 
British wheels. @ also expresses Zhe opinion that 
lerge concessions could be made with safety to 
the Germans in the way of lower duties on Cier- 
man-made wheels, because the German public is 
now so well convinced of the superiority of the 
American wheels that we will continue to hold 
cae TEarhet so long as this high standard is main- 


ned. 

Consul Monaghan, at Chemnitz, Saxony, in a 
report to the State department also calls atten- 
tion to the effort that is being made by German 
bicycle makers in that province to secure higher 
duties on American wheels. To this end the bund 
of German industries have petitioned the soreiee 
office on the subject, asking for immediate relief 
from the threatened danger.

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GIRL EDITORS WITH GRIT 


THREE SISTERS EDIT AND PRINT 
TWO MISSOURI NEWSPAPERS, — 


They Are Perl, Lulu, and Zoe Griffin of 
Maryville, Mo.—Experience in Jour- 
nalism Has Been Full of Excite- 
ment—Their Office Wrecked Three 
Times, Attempts Made to Assassi- 
nate Them, and the Family Horse 
Poisoned—Heow They Persevere. 


In the little Town of Maryville, Mo., three 
young women publish a daily hewspaper. 
Their names are Perl, Lulu, and Zoe 
Griffin. They are’ the daughters of a 
newspaper man, and have been trained 
to i business from the time they were little 
girls. 

They do all the work connected with the 
publication of the paper. The eldest, Misa 
Perl Griffin, is not yet twenty-five years 
old. Perl writes the heavy editorials, when 
there are any to be written, collects most of 
the local news, solicits advertising, and col- 
lects the bills. Her sister Zoe assists asa 
reporter, keeps the books, helps set type, 
Miss Lulu Griffin 
is the editor of the Weekly Advocate, which 
is also published by these young women, 
“and when she has time sets type on the 


. daily or goes out on the street for local news. 


These are the only two papers in the United 
States which are managed exclusively by 
girls. The three sisters do all the work, both 
inside and outside of the office, and keep the 
papers on -a paying basis in competition 
with four othera published weekly in the 
pame town. They support their mother in 
good style, have a comfortable home, and 
enjoy the confidence and respect of the good 
people of Maryville. The Daily Review 1s 
the only daily newspaper in the Fourth 
Congressional} District outside of St. Joseph. 

The giris have had some lively experiences 
during their journalistic career, but have 


- Managed to hold their own against the most 


violent and bitter opposition and prejudice. 
. Their office has been raided three times, 
the type destroyed, their family horse has: 


. been poisoned by enemies, and once some- 


body fired into the sleeping-room of Miss 


Lulu Griffin and attempted to kill her mother | 


at the same time. | 
The girls came up smiling, however, after 
every assault, and as Miss Lulu expresses 


- §t, “ We have never missed an issue nor 


skipped a cog.”’ 
Campaign Work Brought Persecution. 

In 1890 the Daily Review and the Weekly 
Advocate waded into the local campaign 
and made the fur fly. The papers supported 
the straight Democratic ticket, and during 
the heat of the campaign the editors be- 
came involved in a personal fight with a 
certain Roman Catholic priest who stirred 
up the most intense bitterness against them, 
and, according to the young womcn them- 
selves, was at the bottom of most of their 
troubles. 

The Review and Advocate also made a 
vigorous war upon the saloons at this time, 
and the election resulted in a clean and de- 
cided victory for the young women. 

On the Saturday night following the elec- 
tion the office of both papers was broken 
into, the presses were broken, racks tipped 
ovér, and the forms on which the daily had 
been run off were completely destroyed, 
nothing being left but the chases. 

The girls went to work with a grim deter- 
‘mination not to be downed, and managed t® 
pick up enough type that had been strewn 
over the floors to set up three or four col- 
umns of matter, and the Daily Review was 
issued on time Monday evening. 

The girls kept up their warfare on their 
enemies, and a month later the office was 
again wrecked. Miss Lulu Griffin worked 
until midnight getting out the Weekly Ad- 
vocate. She left the office with her mother 
after locking the door behind her, leaving 
everything in good order. There were six 
forms of type on thé imposing stone, two 
being made up of fine display type, which 
was intended for a special advertising edi- 
tion. 

When the young women went to work 
next morning they found the office door 
wide open and everything gone. The wreck- 
ers did not stop to empty the chases this 
time, but carried all the type and other ma- 
terial away and then ran a chisel ,into the 


' eylinder of the press so that it was tempo- 


rarily ruined. 
Not to Be Discouraged. 

The girls were angry, but not discouraged. 
They moved their office into another build- 
ing, scraped up a little type, and set up the 
paper. For a press they took a roller from 
@ sugar cane mill, fastened it upon a dry 
goods box, put weights on each side, rolled 
it slowly backward.and forward over the 
forms, and in that way managed to prim a 
pretty fair sort of a newspaper. They used 
this sugar cane press for several weeks until 
their cylinder press had been repaired. 

The type taken from the office on this raid 
was afterwards discovered by some boys at 
the bottom of an old well thirty feet deep. 


The young women had the water pumped out 


and recovered most of their property, but 
, much of it was in such bad condition that it 
could not be used. 

One day in the following August the Grif- 
fin sisters and their mother were out driv- 
ing in a two seated surrey drawn by a favor- 
ite family horse. It was a handsome, spir- 
ited animal, and the family was much at- 
tached to it. During the course or their 
drive they stopped to listen to a street ccn- 
cert, when some one in the crowd threw 
acid upon the horse and tried to make it run 
away. The young women managed to con- 
trol it, however, and drove home and put it 
in the barn. Thirty minutes later the horse 
died from a dose of poison. 

In the following .October the office wus 
again raided. It was on a dark and stormy 
night, when people in the town were fur the 
most partinh-doors. The young women care- 
fully locked the office door at 6 o’clock & nd 
weht home. During the night the door was 
broken down, the type taken from the im- 
posing stones and thrown into the muddy 
street. 

Attempt on Their Lives. 

The young women had no more trouble 
until the next spring, when, April 26, an at- 
tempt was made to assassinate the family. 


. At 2 o'clock in the morning on that day 


some unknown person fired into Perl Grif- 
fin’s sleeping-room, the shot tearing out the 
whole of the upper window sash, and the 
bullets lodging in the ceiling. Miss Griftin’s 
bed was covered with broken glass, and 
her face was cut in several places. Almost 
at the same moment a shot was fired into 
another room, where Mrs. Griffin, . the 
mother of the young woman, was sleeping, 
but the aim was too low and the bullets did 
no harm.-. — 

Before going to Maryville the Griffin girls 
ran a little weekly paper at Skidmore, Mo. 
One night just before going to press the 
office accidentally caught fire, and was to- 
tally destroyed, together with all of its ma- 
terial. Miss Perl Griffin made a railroad 
journey of,thirty miles to a neighboring 
town, got enough material to set up her 
near returned home, and the Skidmore 

erald was on the street that evening, only 
ga few hours late. 

‘The people of Maryville have stood by 
these courageous young women in a substan- 
tial manner and have not only encouraged 
them by good words but helped them finan- 
tially and given them liberal patronage. 

The Daily. Review is a six-column, four- 

sheet, made up artistically and well 
printed. It is an excellent local paper and 
gives all the news about the daily business 
and social life of the people of Maryville. It 
foes not contain man torials, because 
the young“women do not have much time to

Mrs. Mortenson fell on the ground in a 
faint and remained there until she was 
found some time after by members of the 
family. No one had seen the encounter 
and it was some time before the old woman 
recovered sufficiently to give the details. 

The bird had sunk its talons deeply into 
the woman’s back and had inflicted some 
terrible wounds on her neck and face with 
its cruel beak.

Company Said to Be Organized with 
$10,000 Capital — Lacon Man 
Head of the Scheme. 


A number of enterprising men and women 
have evolved a scheme for utilizing the de- 
spised cat and have organized a stock com- 
pany with a capital of $10,000, with which 
they propose to start a cat farm and raise 
cat skins for the market. Thomas Mc- 
Entree of Lacon, IIl., is the head of the en- 
terprise and negotiations are pending for 
a tract of 160 acres for the farm. It is pro- 


posed to raise rats as well.as cats and to 


feed the two animals on each wther—the 
cats on rats, and subsequently the rats on 
cats, after the latter have served their pur- 
pose and lost their skins. Mr. McEntree 
declares the plan to be perfectly practical 
and says: 

‘“‘It is well known that cat furs go much 
into the making of leather goods nowadays. 
There is a cat-raising industry in Califor- 
nia and it is coining money. We propose 
to start with. 100 cats, maybe more. These 
cats will be the finest bred Maltese and 
black species. With 100 to start we could 
have close to 1,000,000 cats in four years’ 
time. The furs sell at10to15 cents. Also, 
in the thousands of cats raised, there are 
some which will command fancy prices as 
family pets.”’
